Thrill-packed high adventure combined with stark war drama and sprinkled 
liberally with deceptive intrigue best describes Universal's multi-million dollar 
World War II epic, "Tobruk," which comes ....... to the ..... .-. Theatre. 

Starring Rock Hudson, George Peppard, Guy Stockwell and Nigel Green, 
the film is filled with hard-hitting, explosive action from the first Technicolor 
frame to the final climactic scene. Director Arthur Hiller weaves a strong story, 
sterling performances and unusual photography into a fascinating screen presenta- 
tiontion of high adventure. 

Hudson, in a marked departure from the sophisticated comedies in which 
he has starred in recent years, is a Canadian army officer who is literally 
shanghaied by a group of British commandos into joining them in a daring raid on 
the North African port fortress held by Rommel's Nazis. 

The steel-nerved soldier who's aware he's battling his allies as well 
as the Africa Korps in the role of an officer in charge of a unit of German-born 
Jews fighting on the side of the British is Peppard. He has a new look about him 
having dyed his hair blond and cropping it short for the Teutonic role. 

Stockwell is another officer in the German-born unit who runs the gamut 
from stern disciplinarian to light-hearted quipster. And Green is the crusty 
British colonel who commands the unique raiding party at all times "strictly by 
the book." 

The original story by Leo VY. Gordon takes a little known actual incident 
of World War II and dramatizes the eight-day assignment of a handful of soldiers 
to knock out the big guns at Tobruk and to destroy Rommel's movement possibilities 
to pave the way for Allied invasion. He has loaded it with suspense and excitement. 

In making it one of the biggest productions to come from Universal since 
"Spartacus," producer Roger Corman built a complete Oasis in the desert near Zuma, 
Arizona, and on the side of a butte, he had a fortress constructed with a bunker 
measuring 50-by-70 feet to house four 8-inch naval guns. Built in six weeks at a 
cost in excess of $100,000, the gigantic edifice actually was blown up in the 
climactic scenes of the film. 

Russell Harlan's color cameras do much to make the massive expanse of 
the story's scope an intimate one. To accomplish this, he used camera cranes, 
helicopters, cameras mounted on trucks and hand held units. Not one foot of 
stock footage was used; instead the complicated battle scenes all were staged 
and shot in Technicolor, for the picture. 

The music score is by Bronislaw Kaper, an Oscar-winning composer.

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SPECTACULAR COMMANDO 


RAID BASIS OF "TOBRUK" 


It was one of those days that inevitably occur during the production of 
any movie in Hollywood, a stretched-out lull precipitated by the difficult, involved 
preparation for a complicated movie scene. 

While director Arthur Hiller and his crew went about setting 
up a scene for the $6,000,000 Technicolor drama of World War II, "Tobruk," now at 
the ....... Theatre, the film's co-stars sprawled in a British Army half-track on a 
back-lot replica of a bombed-out street in the North African port city. They were 
soaking up the Southern California sunshine and awaiting a call to action. 

Rock Hudson, through whose mind runs an unending chain of curious concerns, 
suddenly asked the question: 

"I wonder what it would have been like if 'Tobruk' were to have been made 
into a movie at the same time as the story takes place?" 

The movie is a dramatized version of a spectacular British commando raid 
on the Axis-held city of Tobruk in September, 1942. Less than 90 men slipped by 
closely-guarded checkpoints one night, captured and held the main defenses for 12 
hours, collaborated in the blowing up of many of Rommel's biggest fortified fuel 
dumps, and gloriously decimated their ranks to a handful of heroic survivors. 

"I don't know the answer," George Peppard came back. ‘Maybe because I 
was about eight years old at the time and had never been closer to Hollywood than 
Detroit." 

"Anybody want to play bridge?" Guy Stockwell suggested. 

"I do," said co-star Nigel Green. 

"Deal!" said Hudson. 

And that's how far they got into the question of the Hollywood of 1942.

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WORLD WAR II ''TOBRUK" 
COMMANDOS STILL ANONYMOUS 

Twenty-four years after one of the most stirring commando raids of World 
War II, many of the participants still insist on anonymity. 

The raid, undoubtedly one of the most heroic accomplishments of the North 
African campaign, had sent a special force numbering less than 90 men into Axis-held 
Tobruk to capture and hold for 12 hours the North African seaport's main defenses. 

When he started the film, producer Gene Corman instituted a worldwide 
search for survivors of the unique Special Identification Group that participated, 
along with the British Long Range Desert Group commandos, in the September, 1942, 
assault which forms the basis for "Tobruk," a $6,000,000 Universal war drama in 
Technicolor starring Rock Hudson, George Peppard, Guy Stockwell and Nigel Green 
and coming ....... to the ....... Theatre. 

He was seeking personal memoirs of SIG veterans to augment the official 
war records which form the background for the motion picture. The SIG was composed 
of Palestinian Jews who fought for the Allies. On the Tobruk raid, they posed as 
Germans and brought the British troops through barriers as apparent prisioners of 
war. 

"I knew there were only a few survivors," producer Corman said, "but the 
anecdotes of just one would have met our need." 

Although the search for SIG men uncovered several -- all residing in Israel 
today -- not one of them would agree to reveal his identity, not even for a red-carpet 
visit to glamorous Hollywood. 

"Fortunately, there was more than enough documented material to give 'Tobruk' 
all the action and excitement it can handle," Corman pointed out. "I'll probably hear 
from the SIG now that the movie is released -- especially if it has any boners in it."

The scene was shot in such a way that a concealed driver 
could not be utilized. When the tank took off, Rock had to be at the controls. 

While a National Guard corporal instructed Hudson in tank-maneuvering, 
members of the "Tobruk" crew added a further precautionary measure. On the front 
of the tank they placed a sign: '"Caution! Student Driver!".
